1. Pardubice Military Airfield [/5001N - 1545/7 was located approximately five km 
spouthwest of Prague. <A highway from Pardubice to Kolin /5001N - 15128/ Was on 
the left side of this airfield. The airfield was approximately 1,200 m {east to 
west) and approximately 1,000 m wide (north to south). 


2. I have drawn from memory a sketch of the airfield /See Encl (A)/; the numbers on 
the sketch correspond to the following: 


Point #1 HIGHWAY: This highway had a conerete surface and was approximately lz m 
wide; it went from Pardubice to Kolin. 


#2 RAILROAD: This was a single track rallroad”’from Pardubice to Chrudim 
[4957N ~ 154827.
